Bursed at the Stake at Winchester,
Teancesee.

Henry Noles, the nogro, who criminally
assaulted and shot to death Mrs, Charles
Williams, wife of a prominent farmer near
, Tenn., was captured at Water

Tank, near Cowan, Tenn. He was taken
to Winchester and lodged in the ecounty
A mob soon gathered and took him

from the jail and carried him to a tree near
where the crime was committed, bound
him to the tree and Lis body saturated with

disorderly

At least 6,000 people witnessed the horrible
fate of the negro. Many remmined until
nightfall, augmenting the blaze until the
body was entirely consumed. They then
departed for their homes quietly.

Pitiful Bcenes at a Hanging.

Charles W. Nordstrom was hanged at
Seattle, for the murder, November 27, 1800,
of William Mason. Nordstrom was taken
to a room adjoining the death chamber.
He wept continually. It required the
‘utmost efforts of four men to keep him on
his feet.

Immense Forests Destroyed.

The total losses from the recent fires
which have partially destroyed several
towns, are estimated at 10,000,000 pounds,
says & dispateh from St. Petersburg to the
London Daily Mail. The fires have been
mostly incendiary and are attributed w
the Jews. 1t is estimated that 250,000 acres
of forests bave been destroyed and 187
villages completely or partially wiped out.

SOUTHERN.

J. W. MeArthur, a wellknown labor
leader of Honston, Tex., committed sui-
cide. He shot himself through the headl.

The Ohio River steamer City of Gol-
comda was capsized by a squall pear
Paducah, Ky, and sixteen persons
drowned.

Two men were Killed and two seriously
injured by an explosion which destroyed
a grist mill at Big Springs, W, Va, It
is supposed dynamite had been placed in
the grist.

Frank Jacks, a poor farmer, found a
pot containing over F2L000 in gold in
Madison County, Alabama, It is sup-
posed to have been secreted during the
Civil War.

At Bessemer, Ala., Louis Baggett,
aged 17, killed Harry Shromp because ac-
cording to the story told by witnesses,
Shrump refused Baggett's invitation to
take a drink.

Abe Wildner, a negro, was burned to
death at the stake twelve mile from
Whitesboro, Texas, A mob of 5,000
farmers conducted the cremation pro-
ceedings. Wildner had assaulted apd
murdered the wife of W, C. Caldwell, a
white former, while Caldwell was awny
from home,

Gov. MeSweeney of Bouth Caroline jar-
doned Col. W. A. Neaul, formerly super
intendent of the State penitentiary, who
was convicted of failing to turn over
funds to his suceessor. Hix bondsmen
made up a shortage of $7.000 and have
been repaid by Mr. Neal, He has never
been actually imprisoned.

Gen. Samuel Pearson, a representative
of the Boer goverament, at present in
New Orleans, brought sunit in the United
Srates Diistrict Court there against the
British consul, Arthur G. Vansittart, for
$20,000 damages on the groumd of alleged
slarder. It is claimed by the Boer gen-
eral that Vansittart demanded his arrest
of the superintendent of police and
charged him with complicity in the at-
tempted blowing up of the British mule-
ship Mechanician.

FOREIGN,

A vessel carrying passengers between
Pleubian and Plougrescant capsized at
TreguieF, fifteen persons being drowned.

The State Department is advised of
the death of Senor Don Carlos Morla
Vicuna, minister from Chile to the Unit-
ed States. He died at Buffalo,

A hurricane has swept over the Village
Villarogo, Jilota, Spain. Forty buildings
were razed to the ground, six persons
were killed and numbers were injured.

I'resident Lounbet of France has con-
ferred npon President W. R, Harper of
the Ualversity of Chicago the decoration
of the French Order of the Legion of
Honor,

M. Nyssens, former minister of imdns-
try and labor, committed suicide in Bros-
sels by shooting himselt with a revolver
in the right temple. Domestic trouble is
assigned as the cause for the act.

A dispatch from Constantinople says a
body of 400 Kurds has been raiding the
DPamizra district of Armenia and has de-
stroyed twelve villages, leaving nothing
but smoking ruins. Ouly the young girls
were sparcd. They were carried off to
the harems. All the males were ruth-
lessly butchered.

The Paris Petit Journal says: “The
feigned anxiety expressed in the papers
of the United SBtates over the Colombian
situation only serves here to mask the
unmeasured ambition of American im-
perialism, thus favoring the accomplish-
ment of a long-cherished dream—namely,
taking possession of the isthmus of Pan-
ama and the half-built canal.

The French ambassador, M. Constans,
at Constantinople, has notified theSultan’s
first secretary that all diplomatic rela-
tions between France and Turkey are
broken off and that the ambassador has
informed his government to this effect.
The ambassador justifies his actiom on
the ground that the Bultan broke his di-
rect personal promise regarding the pur-
chase of the quays and the settlement of
the disputed French claims.

IN GENERAL.

Heary southerly gales swept the isl-
ands of Barhados, Dominica, Martinique
and Saint Vincent. At Saint Vincent the
damage was particularly heavy, as many
shipping lighters and wharves weer de
stroyed by the waves.

Prof. Jeremiali W. Jenks, of Cornell
University, who will make a trip around
the world to investigate monetary conmdi-
tions, has been commissioned by the gov-
ernment 1o make a special report on the
question of currency iu the Philippine
Islands,

Juliug €. Beige, president of the St
Louis Bbhovel Company, confirms the re-
ported consolidation of five of the largest
shovel manufacturing concerms in  the
country, with a capital stock of $5,000,-
000, The new compauy will be called
the Ames Tool and Shovel Company.

Fire nearly destroyed Grandbourg, the
principal town of Fremch West Indies,
having a population of about 15,000 per-
sons. All the public buildings except the
church, prison and headquarters of the
gendarmie were destroyed, as were some
five hundred houses. The fire was of in-
ecendiary origin.

“Lounisiann Purchase  FExposition, by
the President of the United States of
America— A proclamation: Whereas, no
tice hag been given me by the Lowisiana
Puorchase Exposition commission_in ae
cordance with the provisions of seeiion
81 of the act of Congress, approved
March 3. 1901, entitled “An act to pro
vide for celebrating the one hondredih
anniversary of the porchase of the Lounis
fana territory by the United Ntates by
holding an international exhilition of in-
dustries, manufactores and prodocts of
the soil, mine, forest and sea in the city
of St. Lomis, in the State of Missoarl,
that provision has been  opdersd  for
grounds and buildings for the nses pro-
vided for in the suid act of Congress

“Now, therefore, I, Wiliiam Melinler,
President of the United States, by virtoe
of authority invested ia me by said aet,
do hereby declare and proclaim thar snch
international exhibition will he opened
in the city of St. Louis, in the State of
Missouri. not later than the first day ot
May, 1, and will be closed not later
than the first day of December there
after.

“In the mame of the government sl
of the people of the United States 1 do
hereby invite all the nations of the varth
to take part in the commemaoration of the
purchase of the Lounisinna territory, an
event of great interest to the Uniteld
States of abiding effect on their develop.

An "mpossible Doctrine.

The National Economist, the national
wgan of high protection, which lins re-
cently been demanding the defeat of
Speaker Henderson for re-election for
the reason that e has refused lo agree
ot to reappoint Congressman Babeock
uf Wiscobsin on the Ways and Means
Commities, contains the following frons
George L. Rels, superintendent of the
Hlinols Steel Company:

“1 believe in g tarllf whether we need
it or not.  Even if it does no good, what
harm does it do? No protit bhag been
‘nnde on the iron and steel goods that
wive been sold abroad. They have been
sold at cost to get rid of a sarplas and
to win a foothold In the foreign mar-
ket. Engiand had the trade all to ber-
wlf and she charged higher profits than
we did here,. Now ghe has been obliged
to sell below cost 1o Keep ber market.
She cannot stand the pace.  When cus-
tomers abroad lears to Hke our goods,
they will buy them at fair prices, and
we can =ell at a profit, We can make
fron aml steel products cheaper than
they can. But I believe in a tariff just
the same. It insures us a home mar-
get under all conditions. 1f the manu-
facturers cannot =ell their goods, the
workinen suffer. Trusts give better
wages and cheaper goods. No one is
disappoioted but the politicinns, and
they want votes”

Mr. Reis says that American steel
mukers can manufacture steel goods
sheaper than the foreigners. He also
admits the American-made steel bas
been sold abromd cheaper than at
home. Yet he favors the continuance
»f the prohibitory tariff on steel. Why
does be favor it? Because It “insures
us a home market in all conditions.”
And of what good is this to the steel
mapufacturer? He is able to charge
more at howe than abroad because the
tariff prevents the corrective of impor-
tation—the manufacturer is able to col-
fart from Awerican consumers the S to
80 per cent of the steel tariff plus e
cost of his goods and a fair profit.

One almost loses patience when it
is thus boldly asserted that such an
organization as the United States Steel
corporation, with its billion dollars of
inflated capital, on which dividends are
regularly paid, bas a right to penalize
the peaple of this country becanse they
live on thizs side of the water ratber
than the other. It would seem as if,
granting as Mr. Rels says, that the
American steelmaker can manufacture
more cheaply than his foreign competi-
tor, that our people, living closer to the
cheapest source of production, should
get steel goods cheaper than those who
tive 3,000 wiles away. What would
be thought if an organization of farm-
swrx, favored by law In some way, should
arise, and It should become the accept-
ed thing to charge the people in the
growing state §1 per bushel for corn,
while the same identical corn was sold
in London for 50 cents? Would it not
be denounced as an uaspeakable out-
rage, and would not there be an imme-
diate demand for the repeal of the leg-
islation which permitted and fostered
such a condition?

Clay. Morrill, Blaine, even McKinley, |
never justitied the coutizuaoee of a
protective tarif when it should appear
that an Industry in America was able
to produce more cheaply than any for-
eign rival. At first it was said pro-
tection was merely to promote Infant
Industries—to give them a chaoce to
get started; then it was said that only
such amount of duty was justitiable as
would equalize the difference between
the American and foreign wages—
the. American manufacturer not being
able to produce as cheaply as the for-
elgner unless he pald lower wages;
now we have admission that the In-
{dustries are not Infant and that the
cost of production is less In America,
and yet there Is a defiant demand to
continue a prohibitory tariff oo the
express ground that the American con-
sumer shall be fleeced. It Is not con-
rended that the additional price charged
in America goes to the workingmen
in the form of higher wages. It is ad-
mitted that It goes to the manufac-
turer or else to the forelgner who is
able to buy things below cost. We
used to be told that the forelguer paid
the tariff tax; Mr. Reis practically ad-
mlits that, as to steel, the extra price
collected in this country s given to the
foreign buyer. We pay the tariff for
him. It Is not conceivable that this
latest expression of protection mapacity
will find favor with the American peo-
ple—even with the strictest of the old
school protectionists, who talked Amer-
jca for the Americans,

Hanna and Morgan.

Sepator Hanna says he is not trying
to settle the steel strike. It is the Sena-
tor's duty to try, all the same. Much Is
expected of him, and as a matter of
good faith he should put his shoulder
to the wheel. What if Mr. J. Plerpont
Morgan does tell him to keep out—tbat
his interference is not required? Can
Mr. Hanna afford to be obedient to Mr.
Morgan merely because he is a billion-
aire, or something of that sort? Can
the leading candidate for the Republi-
ean nomination for President of the
United Btates—the man who bas oualy
to say the word aund all other candi-
dates will subside—afford to “lay
down” to a man who has “pothing but
money ="

Mr. Morgan probably doesn’t care if
there is a general strike. It will not
interfere with his persenal comfort for
a minute. He is not a politician in the
sense of being a candidate for office.
He merely wants the power of wealth.
To be the richest man in the United
States, controlling products and trans-
portation and handling many millions
of money and directing the material
destinies of millons of men, would no
doubt be a prouder position to him than
that of Chief Executive of the greatest
republic of all time, If this were a mon-
archy It might be different. but it Is
even possible that Mr. Morgun would
rather be a financial and railroad mag-
nate than a King or an Emperor. It
would probably pot be putting too fine
a point on the subject to say that he has
more real, practical power to-day than
either Edward VIL or William IL; and
it 1s due to him to say also that he prob-
ably has more brains, speaking gener-
ally and specifically, than both of these
monarchs together.

Mr. Morgan no doubt thinks a great
strike now to be the best thing for his
pltimate pwposes. There was a time,
very recently, when the diferences be-
tween the sirikers and the capitalists
seemed on the point of adjustment; but
when the workingmen's representatives
asked for a modification of the terms of
settlement Mr. Morgan peremptorily

declined to treat further, and now ap

armwy of the employed bave been or-
dered out. The great fiunncier knew
this woulld in all probability be the re-
sult. His ldea was that it would be
better for him and the interests be rep-
resented to go into the battle for all It
was worth, confident that capital would
win in the end, and that the winning
would be worth more than years of
patched-up peace. He may have ex-
pected n hard and protracted stroggle,
but was serepe in the bellef that the
victory for capital would be signal, and
the working people finally so demoral-
ized, humiliated and poverty-stricken
that thay woulid not bave the heart to
muke another fight during the remain-
der of Mr. Morgan's life.

Of course, the distingnished financier
may be mistaken about this; but be
would pot be as rich a man as be is,
and the undizputed bead of 80 many en-
terprises that be Is, If he were not a
long-headed man, eapable of woking
into the future with approximate accu-
racy, and willing to take a considernble
risk for a tremendous final winning. He
is for “business.” He cares for politles
and government only as they can be of
service to the mighty enterprises In
which he i=s engaged. When he has use
for them, especially if matters should
come to the erisis of ealling out troops,
he will let Mr. Hanpa know.

Can the distinguished Ohio Senator
afford to be placed in this position? He
Iz also a business man, but the world
knows more of him as a politician and
a commanding factor in the government
of the United States as it Is now consti-
tuted. He regards the rains of heaven,
abundant erops, activity in manufac-
turing, prosperity in business and the
steady and certain employment of the
working masses at fair compensation
as the essential incentives to vietory
for the party to which he belongs. Iun
the campaigns which he has so mas-
terfully conducted the avoidance of
strikes has been looked upon as a ne-
cessity. When the settlement of an-
other former great strike in the teeth
of a political campaign was ascribed to
AMr. Hanna be did not deny that he
was instromental. Indeed, it was one
of the best achievements of his political
career.

There is greater reason for Mr. Han-
na interfering now, because this Is a
greater strike. Is Mr. Hanna satisfled
to quit.because Mr. Morgan tells him
to?

Sevond--An unrelenting opposition te
trusis,

Third—A declaration against
perialism and the colonial system.

“It would be suicidal,” says the Sen-
ator, “to thrust the silver Issue forward
again.™

These planks, as described by Sen
ator Vest, are interesting not only be-
cause of their contents, but becanse of
the order In which they are placed. The
income tax he places first, and it Is ¢
be assumed that he regards it as firsq
in importance. Notwithstanding the
court decision that the income tax is
unconstitutional, Democrats generally
believe that it is good law and equit:
able, just and right to make the men
who possess the wealth of the country
pay their just propertion of taxatiom
whether their property is In the form
of real estate or securities.

No one doubts that opposition to the
trusts and to the imperialistic program
of the Republican party will be two ot
the main points on which the National
Democracy wlill attack the party of plu-
tocracy and commereialism in the cam-
paign of 1904. These evils have grown
to such an enormous extent and are se
heartily condemned by the masses of
the people of this country that the duty
of the Democracy to attempt their
eradication is too plain to be mistaken

The truth of the remark of Senator
Vest regarding the unwisdom of again
putting forward the silver issae de
pends altogether upon the time of its
application.
